One  of  the  phases  of  Mittler 's  study,  sponsored  at  the  Foundation  by 
Morton  Salt  company,  involved  the  addition  of  cuprous  iodide  to  salt  as  a 
possible  replacement  for  potassium  iodide  in  goiter-preventing  salte 

In  his  work  on  cobalt  nutrition,  Mittler  found  that  the  insoluble 
cobaltic  oxide  provides  an  adequate  amount  of  cobalt.  Radioactive  tracers 
were  used  in  this  experiment  with  sheep a 

Mittler,  who  has  done  considerable  research  in  biology,  genetics, 
and  zoology,  joined  the  Foundation  as  a  research  biologist  in  19^2  after 
serving  on  the  Illinois  Tech  faculty  for  six  years. 

The  author  of  many  scientific  articles,  Mittler  attended  Wayne 
university,  Detroit,  where  he  received  a  Be  So  degree  in  biology  in 
1938  and  an  Mo  S,  in  the  same  subject  a  year  later.

These  are  promising  prospects  in  the  field  of  chemistry  that  the 
public  can  anticipate  in  the  next  fex^  years,  according  to  four  specialista 
at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago o 

Clark  Ee  Thorp,  manager  of  the  chemistry  and  chemical  engineering 
research  department,  cited  two  reasons  for  his  prediction  ozone  will  be 
utilized  in  increasing  quantities  by  indus1j?yi 

-"'Valuable  because  it  is  one  of  the  most  powerful  oxidizing 
agents  knov-m,  ozons  now  can  be  produced  and  safely  handled  by  Foundation 
scientist?  in  any  concentration  up  to  and  including  100  per  cento. 

""Ozone   prices  have  been  reduced  so  that  it  is  available  in  large 
quaxitities  at  reasonable  costj  Throp  said  ozone  has  interested  researchers 
for  a  long  time^  but  the  covst  up  to  now  has  been  prchibitiva  for 
coiune:'cial  piirpop -j-^ o 

Foundation  iicienoists  are  continuing  reseai'ch  to  further  reduce  the 
cost  of  ozone,  he  explained,  pointing  out  it  currently  is  available  in  2 
per  cent  concentrations  in  tcrjiage  quantities  for  18  cents  a  pound.

Chemists  currently  are  interested  in  two  types  of  reactions  which 
may  make  it  possible  to  conduct  other  reactions  now  difficult  to 
promote,  according  to  Raymond  A,  Erickson^  supervisor  of  the  chemical 
engineering  section  in  the  Foundation's  chemistuy  and  chemical  engineering 
department.  These  are  the  electronic  discharge  and  jet  flame  reactions <, 

The  principles  behind  electronic  discharge  reactions,  Erickson 
stated,  have  been  under  study  at  the  Foundation  for  ik  years o 

Here's  how  the  reaction  operates,  according  to  Ericksonc  A  stream 
of  electrons  under  controlled  energy  conditions  is  passed  between  a  couple 
of  electrodes  in  an  enclosed  areao  Chemicals  in  the  form  of  a  gas  are 
passed  through,  and  the  d.ectricity  causes  them  to  split  up  or  become 
activated  into  atoms  or  activated  molecules.  Special  design  of  the 
reactor  is  made  to  feed  the  atoms  and  molecules  back  together  again  to 
form  new  chemicals  important  in  organic  chemistry. 

The  technique,  explained  Erickson,  has  been  made  adaptable  to 
several  reactions  lahere  electricity  can  be  used  to  activate  molecules 
entering  into  reactions o 

Jet  flame  reactions  seem  to  have  real  possibilities,  Erickson 
said,  such  as  in  the  formation  of  acetylene,  ethylene,  and  other 
unsaturates,  and  aromatic-type  compounds , 

The  reactc^iits  are  compressed  in  the  inconiing  turbine  blades  to 
a  high  pressure  ai:d  then  burned  in  the  combustion  tubes.  The  products 
go  out  through  the  exit  turbine  blades  to  keep  the  process  continuing. 

Plastics  research  soon  may  result  in  rubber  tires  capable  of 
"outliving"  automobiles,  said.  Ed  Swire,  a^-jistaiit  supervisor  in 
charge  of  the  plastics  and  rubber  c^jction,, 
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Another  development  in  polymer  plastics,  he  said,  will  be  shoe 
soles  which  can  wear  indefinitely.  Other  extremely  durable  rubber 
materials  with  a  wide  range  of  applications  are  good  prospects  for  the 
future,  although  there  still  are  many  technical  problems  to  solve,  Swire 
added 9 

Dro  Fritz  Rosenthal,  research  plastics  chemist  at  the  Foundation, 
predicted  that  increasingly  larger  items,  such  as  television  cabinets, 
xd-ll  be  molded  from  plasties,.  Smaller  items  already  have  gained  consumer 
acceptance,  he  stated, 

Adhesives  constitute  another  promising  plastics  arear,  according 
to  Rosenthal  a  He  said  it  will  be  possible  to  bond  together  almost  any 
material  a  person  can  think  of— metal  to  metal,  metal  to  plastic,  or 
metal  to  glass*  He  further  predicted  adhesives  will  be  capable  of 
bonding  together  aluminum  for  use  in  aircraft  constructionc 

Sponge  with  densities  ranging  from  2  to  20  pounds  per  cubic 
foot  also  will  be  available  for  insulation  in  aircraft  and  buoyancy 
materials  in  boats,  he  contendedo

A  new  service  that  eliminates  human  error  from  specifications  of 
colors  for  industry  and  the  governmemt  has  been  established  at  Armour 
Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago, 

The  colbl"  service  was  set  up  on  a  test  basis  to  aid  industrial 
concerns  that  manufacture  colored  products.  The  service  also  could 
assist  government  work  concerned  with  standardizing  colors  in  such 
applications  as  imiforms  or  camouflage* 

The  service  was  made  available  through  the  acquisition  of  a 
llTjOOO  General  Electric  recording  spectrophotometer,  an  instrument 
that  standardizes  colors  by  reducing  them  to  curves  on  a  graph. 

The  spectrophotometer  offers  a  method  of  standardizing  and 
checking  color  standards  and  controlling  the  color  of  dyes,  glass,  inks, 
and  textiles,  according  to  0,  Harry  Olson,  Foundation  research  physicist 
in  charge  of  the  color  service, 

"A  standard  may  vary  due  to  ageing  or  contamination.  The  color 
curve,  however,  is  a  permanent  record  of  any  color  in  terms  of  physical 
units  and  will  reveal  any  variation, 

"This  can  not  be  done  visually  because  sky-blue,  aqua,  orange, 
and  other  colors  mean  different  things  to  persons  who  have  had  different 
experiences  »" 

But  by  comparing  the  spectrophotometric  cuirves  for  a  product  with 
the  curve  of  a  standard,  it  often  is  possible  to  determine  what  is 
needed  for  a  better  match,  Olson  explained,  _  ^  _  -[  H /td

The  instrument,  capable  of  accurately  measuring  either  transmittance 
or  reflectance,  provides  a  system  for  specifying  tolerances  in  a 
colored  product,  he  added* 

If  the  curves  are  different,  the  product  and  standard  may  appear 
the  same  under  certain  types  of  light  and  different  under  others. 
Only  if  the  cui'ves  ate  almost  identical  will  the  two  anpear  the  same 
under  any  illiminant,  he  said. 

This  is  important,  for  instance,  in  the  manufacture  of  kitchen 
appliances.  It  is  necessary  that  a  refrigerator  match  the  color  of 
a  stove  even  when  used  in  kitchens  that  have  different  kinds  of 
lighting,  Olson  said. 

A  booklet,  "Color  and  Spectrophotometry,"  will  be  made  available 
in  February  by  the  optics  section  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  to 
ecplain  in  detail  the  uses  of  the  Foundation's  spectrophotometer.

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High-altitude  airmen  will  be  able  to  operate  their  breathing 
apparatus  more  efficiently  with  a  new,  liquid  oxygen-measuring 
gauge  developed  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology,  Chicago, 

The  electrical  gauge  is  in  production  at  the  Aro  Equipment 
corporation,  Bryan,  Ohio,  which  sponsored  the  Foundation  project. 

The  gauge  is  the  first  device  of  its  kind  capable  of  withstanding 
high  pressures  encountered  in  liquid  oxygen  converters,  while  at  the 
same  time  detecting  very  slight  changes  in  the  pressure* 

Expected  to  replace  the  more  bulky  mechanical  gauges  presently 
used  in  aircraft,  the  gauge  can  permit  pilots  to  read  only  one  indicator 
dial  for  determining  the  level  of  oxygen  in  one  or  more  converters, 
according  to  its  designers,  George  Forster  and  John  Granath,  Foundation 
research  electrical  engineers. 

The  converter  consists  of  an  oxygen  tank  and  other  equipment 
used  to  convert  liquid  to  gaseous  oxygen. 

Mechanical  gauges  require  long  tubing  and  separate  indicators 
for  each  oxygen  converter — wasting  vital  space  on  equipment-crowded 
aircraft,  the  engineers  explained. 

With  the  electrical  gauge,  however,  the  tubes  are  replaced  by 
wires,  and  a  selector  switch  enables  one  dial  to  do  the  work  of  several. 
Depending  on  the  size  of  its  crew,  as  many  as  four  oxygen  converters 
often  are  used  in  an  airplane,  they  said*

Working  models  have  been  submitted  for  evaluation  to  a  number 
of  airframe  builders  as  well  as  to  the  Aero-Medical  laboratory, 
Wright-Patterson  Air  Force  base,  Dayton^ 

The  new  gauge  is  lighweight,  Forster  and  Granath  said. 
Experimental  models  of  the  complete  oxygen-measuring  devices  weigh 
less  than  2  pounds,  and  present  development  work  indicates  that  even  this 
weight  will  be  decreased. 

This  economy  in  weight  is  effected,  according  to  the  designers, 
by  eliminated  the  need  for  an  amplifying  system  ordinarily  used  to 
boost  voltage  for  operation  of  the  indicator  with  conventional 
sensitive  gauges » 

The  gauge  is  strong  enough  to  withstand  a  differential  pressure 
of  20  pounds  per  square  inch  in  spite  of  a  full  scale  range  as  low 
as  0«l5  pounds  per  square  inch  in  a  5-liter  converter  tank. 

Armour  Research  Foundation  has  developed  the  experimental  gauges 
for  several  sized  tanks  from  ^  to  20  liters. 
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Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  must  obtain  at  least  $13  million 
in  gifts  to  complete  the  Technology  Center  campus  it  is  developing 
on  Chicago's  near  southside.  President  John  T,  Rettaliata  told  the 
Institute's  trustees  at  a  luncheon  meeting  today  in  the  Chicago  club. 

He  outlined  how  the  Institute  should  erect  at  least  nine  additional 
college  buildings,  providing  at  least  6l5,000  square  feet  of  classroom 
and  laboratory  floor  space,  within  the  next  15  years.,* or  within  10 
years,  if  possible, 

"The  basic  need  is  to  have  adequate  facilities  to  educate  more 
young  men  and  women  to  become  scientists  and  engineers  that  our  nation's 
heritage  may  survive  in  the  future,"  he  said, 

"During  the  past  50  years,  the  demand  for  scientific  and 
technological  personnel  has  increased  twice  as  fast  as  the  increase  in 
population.  Such  specialized  manpower  has  been  responsible  for  the 
fact  that  the  United  States,  with  only  6  per  cent  of  the  world's  land 
and  7  per  cent  of  its  population,  has  the  highest  standard  of  living, 

"There  is  alarming  evidence  that  within  a  few  short  years  our 
country  will  have  a  woeful  dearth  of  people  who  are  capable  of  serving 
our  increasingly  technological  industries  and  military  needs,  and  of 
conducting  research  that  will  maintain  our  position  in  the  field  of 
scientific  attainment.  Our  very  survival  depends  upon  our  future 
technological  competence »"

Rettaliata  pointed  out  that  the  additional  buildings  he  proposed 
would  provide  adequate  space  to  increase  the  Institute's  full-time  day 
enrollment  by  100  per  cent  from  approximately  2,000  to  l4.,000  students # 

The  additional  facilities  would  permit,  also,  expansion  of  the 
Institute's  evening  courses  which  currently  require  all  available  classroom 
and  laboratory  space  and  enroll  an  additional  U,500  students. 

In  its  day  and  evening  classes,  Illinois  Tech  has  been  enrolling, 
in  each  of  recent  years,  more  than  5>000  engineering  students,  more 
than  any  other  educational  institution  in  the  nation  that  provides 
accredited,  college-level  engineering  instruction, 

Rettaliata  stated  that  the  IIT  faculty  would  be  increased,  and 
that  within  1$   years  20  acres  of  land  space  must  be  added  to  the  present 
90-acre  campus. 

Eleven  million  of  the  $l3  million  needed  for  this  expansion 
will  be  required  to  finance  the  nine  additional  buildings,  he  said. 
He  estimated  that  the  additional  land  will  cost  $2  million  to  acquire. 

Mew  buildings  included  in  this  program  were  en\imerated  to  be: 

Architecture-design  (now  in  process  of  construction) ;  liberal 
studies  (to  be  named  in  honor  of  founder  of  Lewis  Institute) j  civil 
engineering;  mechanical  engineering;  electrical  engineering:  library 
and  administration;  gymnasium;  field  house;  and  student  union, 

"The  objectives  are  conservative  in  the  face  of  the  Institute's 
development  in  the  l5  years  since  its  establishment  in  19hO   through 
merger  of  the  Armour  Institute  of  Technology  and  Lewis  Institute,"  it 
was  pointed  out. 

At  that  time,  Illinois  Tech  had  7  acres  of  land;  today  it  has 
90  acres.  The  annual  operating  budget  was  then  $1,^00,000;  it  is 
now  116,000,000,  Capital  assets  were  then  valued  at  $5,000,000,  They 
now  exceed  $27i000,000,        -more- 
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Development  of  the  present  Technology  Center  campus  was  not 
undertaken  until  10  years  ago  when  the  trustees  abaidoned  consideration 
of  leaving  the  original  site,  determined  to  rehabilitate  the  neighborhood 
and  raised  funds  to  erect  the  first  of  its  new,  modern  buildings  the 
following  year, 

Ludwig  Mies  van  der  Rohe,  world  famous  head  of  the  Institute's 
department  of  architecture,  developed  the  IIT  campus  plan  which  is 
now  extended  over  27  city  blocks  and  within  60  per  cent  of  completion. 

The  present  status  of  the  plan  occasioned  Architectural  Forum 
magazine  to  editorialize  last  year:  "Illinois  Institute  of  Technology 
is  growing  to  be  the  best  architectural  expression  of  a  technological 
college  in  the  world — perhaps  the  only  really  consistent  one." 
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Approximately  1$  students  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology- 
will  be  guests  on  the  Recordland  Hop  television  program  at  1:30  pom, 
Saturday,  Jan,  1$,   on  WBKB. 

Johnny  Desmond,  the  program's  host,  will  interview  the  men 
and  women  students  on  c?mpus  life,  sports,  and  their  tastes  in  music 
on  the  2 -hour  show. 

Among  the  Tech  students  appearing  on  the  program  will  be 
Bill  Christiansen,  8914?  S,  Elizabeth  street,  a  senior  who  is 
co-captain  of  the  school's  basketball  team  and  president  of  the 
honorary  athletic  society,  and  Peggy  Golburn,  82?  Lake  avenue,  Racine, 
Wis,,  a  freshman  who  vras  chosen  queen  of  the  IIT  Integral  ball  this  year. 

Also  on  the  program  will  be  Donald  Glossop,  8C6  S,  Spencer 
street,  Aurora,  president  of  the  Illinois  Tech  Student  association; 
Suzanne  Fisher,  6819  Loleta  avenue,  a  cheerleader  and  president  of  the 
IIT  Panhellenic  organization;  and  Margo  Panagakos,  5U31  Quincy  street, 
president  of  both  the  Home  Economics  club  and  Kappa  Phi  Delta  sorority. 
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Three  optional  programs— designed  to  widen  career  opportunities 
for  students  majoring  in  English—will  be  inaugurated  next  semester 
at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago, 

New  options  in  business  and  industry,  human  relations,  and 
communications  will  be  added  to  the  curriculum  at  the  beginning  of  the 
second  semester,  Feb,  lU,  according  to  Dr,  Mentor  L,  Williams,  acting 
chairman  of  the  language,  literature,  and  philosophy  department. 

"The  new  program  will  undertake  the  fuller  development  of  student 
potential  in  new  and  challenging  directions," Dr.  Williams  said, 

"In  the  past,  English  majors  were  limited  to  teaching  or  free 
lance  writing,  with  many  of  them  using  their  major  in  preparation  for

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The  human  relations  option — in  which  the  English  major's  program 
is  broadened  by  courses  in  psychology,  social  sciences,  and  philosophy- 
will  enable  the  student  to  find  careers  in  governmental  and  social  agencies 
as  supervisor,  case  worker,  researcher,  interviewer,  or  executive  assistant. 

It  also  will  open  avenues  to  philanthropic,  service,  and  cultural 
organizations  with  job  opportunities  as  promoter,  assistant  director, 
field  worker,  investigator,  or  report  writeri 

By  supplementing  the  English  curriculum  Trjith  courses  in  art, 
design,  languages,  and  social  science,  the  communications  option  will 
prepare  the  student  for  careers  in  such  rapidly  developing  fields  as 
radio  and  television,  as  well  as  the  older  areas  of  motion  pictures, 
trade  journalism,  publishing,  and  specialized  writing,  Dr.  Williams 
added. 
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Safer,  ice-free  aircraft  xnndshields  now  are  being  built  as  the  result 
of  a  li|--year  research  program  concluded  recently  at  Armour  Research 
Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago, 

The  project  was  sponsored  by  the  Wright  Air  Development  center, 
Dajrton,  Ohio,  so  designers  could  specify  failure-proof  windshields  that 
would  never  shatter,  but  only  crack  under  the  worst  military  and  climatic 
conditions. 

Two  of  several  important  developments  resulting  from  the  project  were 
released  by  William  T.  Savage,  supervisor  of  the  materials  engineering  sec'jionj, 
and  Joseph  S,  Islinger,  associate  research  engineer,  both  at  the  Foundation; 

le  A  system  was  developed  for  measuring  over-all  optical  quality  of 
windshields  as  they  were  affected  by  imposed  laboratory  conditions «  The 
system  employes  a  rectifying  plate  that  corrects  for  distortion  directly, 
thus  alleviating  the  necessity  of  mathematical  corrective  calculation  after 
test  photographs  are  made* 

2,  A  windshield  mounting  employing  a  synthetic  fiber  cloth  was  developed o 
The  fiber,  replacing  aluminum  in  some  applications,  improved  stress  isolation 
of  the  windshield,  necessary  in  conditions  of  intense  airframe  distortion 
and  vibration. 

Most  of  the  research  was  undertaken  to  find  a  pressure-proof,  distortion- 
free,  anti-icing  windshield  that  would  be  satisfactory  for  global  operation, 
Savage  and  Islinger  saido 

One  experiment  sought  to  keep  the  temperature  on  the  outer  surface  of 
the  windshield  at  about  UO  degrees  F»  to  prevent  ice  from  forming,    1/13/^0 
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In  others,  the  Armour  Research  Foundation  scientists  had  to  consider 
air  friction,  evaporation,  thermostatic  arrangements  for  controlling  the 
heat,  stresses,  and  other  complex  factors. 

Safety  also  entered  the  picture  in  the  case  of  pressurized  cabins 
or  cockpits o 

In  order  to  establish  design  limits  for  concepts  determined  throughout 
the  program,  Armour  Research  Foundation  engineers  simulated  flight  conditions, 
putting  their  mndshields  through  vigorous  tests. 

Experimental  models  were  subjected  to  low  temperatures,  thermal 
shocks  such  as  might  be  encountered  in  flying  into  a  super-cooled  cloud, 
stresses  caused  by  the  heat  input  in  de-icing,  more  stresses  induced  by 
cabin  pressurization— still  others  due  to  airframe  distortion,  speed,  or 
air  gusts. 

To  perform  many  of  the  tests,  special  heat  transfer  and  stress 
equipment  had  to  be  devised.  Often,  according  to  Savage  and  Islinger,  water 
was  used  as  the  heat  ti'ansfer  medium  instead  of  air  because  it  is  easier 
to  control  and  regulate. 

The  stress  analysis  studies  were  similar  to  those  used  by  industry 
to  achieve  stronger,  lighter  machine  parts. 

In  one  test,  alcohol,  cooled  to  90  degrees  below  zero  F,,  passes  across 
one  side  of  a  pane  of  glass »  Heat,  supplied  electrically,  is  stepped  up 
slowly  on  the  other  side  until  the  temperature  rises  to  about  ^00  degrees  F, 
and  the  glass  cracks — like  a  milk  bottle  breaking  when  filled  with  boiling 
water 0 

Although  mndshilds  never  may  meet  these  extreme  temperatures  in  use, 
information  on  temperature  differences  and  resultant  failure  is  valuable 
to  designers  and  engineers. 

Benefits  of  the  windshield  research  are  expected  to  be  made  available 

to  civilians  early  next  year  by  the  Wright  Air  Development  centere

The  booklet,  "A  Catalog  of  Devices  Useful  in  Automatic  Data  Reduction," 
provides  such  a  clearinghouse  for  governmental  agencies  and  industry  using 
miscellaneous  automatic  devices,  he  said.  It  will  have  Air  Force-wide 
distributiong 

Complimentary  copies  of  the  catalog  also  will  be  sent  to  manufacturers 
who  cooperated  in  the  compilation,  Hawkes  said.  The  catalog,  he  added,  will 
be  revised  periodically,  with  first  revision  to  be  published  in  January,  1956* 

The  data  equipment  project  also  surveyed  eight  laboratories  at  Wright 
Air  Development  center,  Dayton,  Ohio,  to  determine  specific  needs  for 
standardization  of  test  recording  equipment* 

The  laboratories  are  attempting  to  use  automatic  equipment  to  record 
data  arising  from  all  phases  of  aircraft  testing,  such  as  aero-medical, 
power  plant,  structural,  and  propeller,  Hawkes  explained, 
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A  rocket  and  missiles  expert  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  has  been  elected  president  of 
the  Chicago  section  of  the  American  Rocket  society  for  1955o 

He  is  Vincent  J.  Cushing,  assistant  manager  of  the  Foundation's 
propulsion  and  structural  research  department.  Gushing  was  society 
vice  president  in  195U.

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A  110,000  fellowship  gfarlt  has  been  made  to  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology,  Chicago,  by  the  Electro-Motive  divioion  of  Genei'al 
Motors  in  honor  of  the  man  who  harnessed  the  Diesel  engine  to 
the  railroad  locomotive.

Providing  $2,500  annually  for  four  years  beginning  next 
September,  the  fellowship  will  be  used  by  graduate  students  at 
IIT  for  research  on  the  control  of  sound  in  Diesel  engines. 

The  fellowship  was  announced  at  a  recent  dinner  during 
which  leaders  in  transportation,  industry,  and  education  paid 
tribute  to  Dilworth 's  achievements. 
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More  than  two-thirds  has  been  raised  of  the  $600,0C0  being  sought 
to  help  finance  the  construction  of  a  new  building  to  house  the  architecture, 
design,  and  city  planning  departments  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
Chicago, 

Stewart  S.  Howe,  vice  president  ^f  development  at  Illinois  Tech, 
today  reported  that  .^^01,108  has  been  received  or  pledged  in  the  building 
campaign. 

Construction  of  the  building  began  Dec.  2  at  the  northwest  corner 
of  ,<^tate  and  3i4th  streets,  former  site  of  the  Mecca  tenement  house. 
It  is  expected  to  be  completed  July  1. 

The  new  classroom  building  will  be  of  advanced  design,  enclosed 
entirely  with  plate  glass  and  a  concrete  roof  suspended  from  exposed 
steel  girders.  It  was  designed  by  Ludwig  Mies  van  der  Rohe,  world 
famous  director  of  Illinois  Tech's  department  of  architecture. 

Contributions  are  being  received  from  individuals  and  firms 
represented  in  the  Chicago  building  industry  and  others  associated  with 
the  field  of  industrial  design^ 

Ralph  Friedman  of  the  architectural  firm  of  Fi'iedman,  Alschuler 
and  Sincere,  heads  a  committee  of  93  architects  and  contractors  who  are 
soliciting  the  building  industry, 

William  Stuart,  president  of  Martin-fenour  Paints,  is  general 
chairman  of  326  additional  solicitors  who  are  canvassing  artists, 
designers,  typographers,  photographers,  and  their  firms, 
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Niels  C,  Beck,  program  development  engineer,  has  been  promoted  to 
assistant  manager  of  program  development  at  Armour  Research  Foundation 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago, 

Beck's  new  duties  include  industrial  research  planning  and 
development  as  x-jell  as  coordination  of  industrial  contacts  by  the 
Foundation* 

Before  joining  the  ARF  staff  in  September,  1953,  Beck  was  dean  of 
Parks  college  of  St,  Louis  university.  In  this  post,  he  was  responsible 
for  the  day-to-day  operations  of  the  college  and  also  admiBistercd 
industrial  and  military  contracts  for  flight  training  and  aeronautical 
research* 

A  native  of  Denver,  Colo,,  Beck  attended  Regis  high  school  and 
Regis  college  there,  earning  a  B,  S«  degree  in  chemistry  in  193 h.  He 
did  graduate  work  in  geophysics  at  Stc  Louis  universityo

Chicago  suffered  a  slight  setback  in  its  battle  against  airborne 
dust  during  195U« 

Figures  released  by  scientists  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  show  that  19$U  was  somewhat 
dirtier  than  19^3 >  the  best  year  on  record. 

An  average  monthly  dustfall  of  $$,9   tons  per  square  mile  descended 
on  the  city  last  year — 2,3  tons  more  than  the  53.6  figure  recorded 
the  previous  year, 

Chicago  took  its  Trjorst  beating  in  the  dustfall  battle  during  the 
early  months  of  195U.  For  instance,  an  average  of  103.2  tons  of  dust 
per  square  mile  fell  in  March,  approximately  18  tons  more  than  the  previous 
high  recorded  for  that  blustery  month.  A  new  high  also  was  recorded  in 
April,  when  an  average  of  80,8  tons  confronted  Chicagoans, 

The  dustfall  figures  recorded  for  the  end-of-the-year  months  of 
I95I4  were  substantially  in  line  with  those  of  previous  years, 

Foimdation  scientists  also  reported  that  December,  195U,  was  the 
dirtiest  12th  month  since  19h9,     An  average  of  57  tons  of  dust  per  square 
mile  fell  on  the  city  during  December — still  considerably  less,  however, 
than  the  77.3  tons  for  the  same  month  in  19li9.  The  1953  figure  was  55,9, 

Armour  Research  Foundation  has  been  measuring  and  analyzing  monthly 
dustfall  data  for  the  city's  Department  of  Air  Pollution  Control  since 
19U6,

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Seven  industrial  companies  have  signed  as  participators  in  the  nuclear 
reactor  research  program  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology,  Chicago* 

The  pompanies  are:  Aro  Equipment  Company,  Bryan,  Ohio;  Armour  &  Co., 
Chicago;  Borg-Vilarner  corporation,  Chicago;  Elgin  National  Watch  company, 
Elgin,  111.;  Illinois  Tool  1/Torks,  Chicago;  Richardson  company,  Melrose  Park, 
111.,  and  United  States  Steel  cnrporation. 

Armour  Research  Foundation  plans  to  construct  the  nation's  first  nuclear 
reactor  for  industrial  research  during  the  coming  year.   It  will  be  built  on 
the  Illinois  Tech  campus  on  Chicago's  near  south  side. 

Under  the  reactor  plan,  each  participating  firm  will  make  an  initial 
payment  of  |20,000,   In  return,  the  companies  will  share  in  the  benefits 
derived  from  the  nuclear  reactor  research  program  for  three  years  after  the 
reactor  starts  operation. 

Armour  Research  Foundation  intends  to  sign  at  least  eight  more  industrial 
firms  as  participators  in  the  program.   Cost  of  constructing  the  reactor  will 
be  in  excess  of  a  half-million  dollars,  one-third  of  which  will  be  provided 
by  the  Foundation. 

"We  are  gratified  by  industry's  prompt  acceptance  of  the  nuclear  reactor 

as  a  new  tool  for  researchj"  declared  Dr.  Haldon  A*  Leedy,  director  of  the 

Foundation, 
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He  said  the  diversity  of  the  participating  companies  ehoT«s  the  wide 
interest  in  the  potentialities  of  the  reactor,  and  suggests  the  impact 
nuclear  energy  -will  have  on  industry; 

Construction  of  the  nuclear  reactor  is  scheduled  to  begin  March  15  near 
State  and  34th  streets.   It  is  expected  to  be  completed  by  Cct»  1, 
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The  annual  Clark  Equipment  company  scholarship  in  materials 
handling  has  been  awarded  to  Donald  E,  Weinberg,  a  jtinior  in 
industrial  engineering  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago. 

The  scholarship  was  established  at  Illinois  Tech  in  1953

Reasons  why  the  nation's  major  professional  engineering  societies 
should  move  their  headquarters  to  Chicago  from  New  Yrrk  City  are  presented 
in  a  brochure  being  distributed  to  national  officers  of   the  crganizations* 

Economy,  convenience  of  a  centralized  location,  the  availability 
cf  a  choice  Chicago  site,  and  the  services  rf  the  world's  best-known 
technological  library,  are  among  the  eight  major  reasons  outlined  in  the 
booklet o 

The  brochure  has  been  prepared  by  a  corrmittee  of  Chicago  civic, 
educational,  and  industrial  leaders  because  the  societies  must  soon  construct 
a  new  building  to  replace  the  present  out-moded  one  at  33  W.  39th  street. 
New  York  City,  which  has  been  their  Joint  home  during  the  past  50  years* 

The  situation  has  prompted  society  members  in  Chicago,  Pittsburgh, 
Philadelphia,  and  ^'^ashington,  D.C.,  to  urge  that  the  new  headquarters  be 
located  in  their  respective  cities.  A  decision  by  national  officiers  of 
the  groups  on  the  future  location  is  scheduled  for  early  February. 

Organizations  fcr  which  the  decision  must  be  made  include i  American 
Society  cf  Civil  Engineers,  American  Society  of  Mechanical  Engineers, 
American  Institute  of  T^lectrical  Engineers,  American  Institute  cf  Mining 
and  Metallurgical  Engineers,  and  American  Society  of  Chemical  Engineerso 

Savings  of  at  least  $2,li70,000  in  the  cost  of  constructing  the  new 

headquarters  building  and  $235,000  in  annual  operating  expenses,  plus  a 

location  that  will  grew  in  value  through  future  years,  will  be  attained  by 

the  societies  in  Chicago,  the  brochure  contends* 
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The  savings  will  be  possible,  it  is  pointed  out,  by  the  societies' 
use  of  the  J-acre  city  block  (bounded  by  '^tate.  Dearborn,  31st,  end  32nd 
streets  in  Chicago)  offered  them  as  a  building  site  on  the  Technology 
Center  campus  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  1^  minutes  directly 
south  cf  downtown  Chicago. 

It  is  the  only  free  land  offered  the  organizations,  in  all  the  cities 
seeking  the  future  headquarters,  of  sufficient  size  to  permit  construction 
of  an  economical  two-story  building  that  will  contain  a  needed  minimum 
of  250,000  square  feet  cif  floor  space. 

The  Chicago  committee  estimates  that  such  a  building  will  cost  at 
least  !f51,000,000  less  to  build  than  a  multi-story  structure  containing 
equal  arean 

Further  savings  will  be  utilized  at  the  Illinois  Tech  campus,  the 
Chicago  proposal  points  out,  by  the  societies'  use  of  the  already  available 
heating,  parking,  conference  and  meeting  rooms,  and  eating  facilities  at 
Technology  Center.  Use  would  spare  construction,  equipment,  and  later 
maintenance  costs. 

Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  has  a  current  enrollment  of  mere 
than  6,500  students,  in  day  and  evening  clashes,  including  mere  engineering 
students  than  are  accommodated  at  any  other  educational  institution  in 
the  United  Stateso 

Its  llQ-acre  campus  is  the  home  cf  a  niynber  cf  affiliated  scientific 
and  engineering  institutions,  including  the  Armour  Research  Foundation, 
the  Institute  of  Gas  Technology,  the  Parmly  Foundation  for  Auditory  Research, 
the  Institute  of  Psychological  Services,  and  the  .»ssociation  of  American 
Railraods  Research  laboratories.  A  housing  and  shopping  area  has  been 
developed  at  the  Centero 

-more- 
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Another  major  factor  in  making  the  site  economical,  and  the  Chicago 
invitation  attractive  to  the  societies,  the  brochure  reports,  is  the  offer 
of  The  John  Crerar  Library  to  provide  the  library  services  which  the 
societies  are  obligated  to  furnish  their  scattered  members  at  an  annual 
cost  of  more  than  $^?,000» 

It  is  revealed  in  the  brochure  that  the  John  Crerar  baard  of  directors 
are  discussing  a  possible  relocation  of  the  library,  now  situated  in 
Chicago's  Loop,  and  at  least  its  extensive  technological  collection,  on  the 
Illinois  Tech  campus e 

The  brochure  points  out  that  while  the  Illinois  Tech  site  may  offer 
the  greatest  combination  of  advantages  there  are  five  other  special  sites 
available  in  the  Chicago  area,  including  sites  offered  by  the  University  of 
Chicago  and  Northwestern  University. 

It  reports  that  gifts  totalling  $200,000  to  help  finance  a  Chicago- 
located  headquarters  have  been  pledged  by  a  small  number  of  Chicago 
companies  and  that  there  is  certainty  that  these  will  be  supplemented  by 
others  when  it  has  been  determined  that  the  societies  will  locate  in  Chicaga. 

Co-chairmen  of  the  Chicago  committee  which  published  the  brochure 
are  James  D«  Cunningham,  chairman  of  Republic  Flow  Meters  Company,  and 
Dr.  Robert  E»  ^'^ilson,  chairman  of  Standard  Oil  Company  of  Indiana ,  Other 
committee  members  are:

Utilization  of  new  sources  of  energy  will  be  among  the  principal 
topics  discussed  at  the  17th  annual  American  Power  conference  March 
30  through  April  1  at  the  Sherman  hotel,  Chicago, 

Special  sessions  are  planned  on  the  use  of  nuclear  and  solar  energy, 
according  to  the  preliminary  program  released  today  by  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology,  which  sponsors  the  conference  in  cooperation  mth  lU 
universities  and  nine  engineering  societies.

The  speakers — directors  of  reactor  development  for  government  and 
private  organizations — will  consider  such  topics  as  reactor  research  and 
development,  sodium  reactor  power  plant,  technology  and  basic  economies 
of  nuclear  fuels,  and  power  from  atomic  energyo

The  brochure  has  been  prepared  by  a  coirmittee  of  Chicago  civic, 
educational,  and  industrial  leaders  because  the  societies  must  soon  construct 
a  new  biu.lding  to  replace  the  present  out-moded  one  at  33  W.  39th  street, 
New  York  City,  which  has  been  their  joint  home  during  the  past  50  years. 

The  situation  has  prompted  society  members  in  Chicago,  Pittsburgh, 
Philadelphia,  and  ^'^ashington,  D.C.,  to  urge  that  the  new  headquarters  be 
located  in  their  respective  cities.  A  decision  by  national  officiers  of 
the  groups  on  the  future  location  is  scheduled  for  early  February. 

Crganizations  for  which  the  decision  must  be  made  includei  American

and  Metallurgical  Engineers,  and  American  Society  of  Chemical  Engineers. 

Savings  of  at  least  $2,U70,COO  in  the  cost  of  constructing  the  new 

headquarters  building  and  $235,000  in  annual  operating  expenses,  plus  a 

location  that  will  grew  in  value  through  future  years,  mil  be  attained  by 

the  societies  in  Chicago,  the  brochure  contends.-

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The  savings  will  be  possible,  it  is  pointed  out,  by  the  societies' 
use  of  the  5-acre  city  block  (bounded  by  State,  Dearborn,  31st,  and  32nd 
streets  in  Chicago)  offered  them  as  a  building  site  on  the  Technology 
Center  campus  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  1^  minutes  directly 
south  cf  doxmtown  Chicago. 

It  is  the  only  free  land  offered  the  crganizations,  in  all  the  cities 
seeking  the  future  headquarters,  of  sufficient  size  to  permit  construction 
of  an  economical  two-story  building  that  will  contain  a  needed  minimiim 
of  250,000  square  feet  ?if  floor  space. 

The  Chicago  committee  estimates  that  such  a  building  will  cost  at 
least  ii^l, 000, 000  less  to  build  than  a  multi-story  structure  containing 
equal  areao 

Further  savings  will  be  utilized  at  the  Illinois  Tech  campus,  the 
Chicago  proposal  points  out,  by  the  societies'  use  of  the  already  available 
heating,  parking,  conference  and  meeting  rooms,  and  eating  facilities  at 
Technology  Center.  Use  would  spare  construction,  equipment,  and  later

Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  has  a  current  enrollment  of  mere

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Another  major  factor  in  making  the  site  economical,  and  the  Chicago 
invitation  attractive  to  the  societies,  the  brochure  reports,  is  the  offer 
of  The  John  Crerar  Library  to  provide  the  library  services  which  the 
societies  are  obligated  to  furnish  their  scattered  members  at  an  annual 
cost  of  more  than  $^^,000. 

It  is  revealed  in  the  brochure  that  the  John  Crerar  beard  of  directors 
are  discussing  a  possible  relocation  of  the  library,  now  situated  in 
Chicago's  Loop,  and  at  least  its  extensive  technological  collection,  on  the 
Illinois  Tech  campuse 

The  brochure  points  out  that  while  the  Illinois  Tech  site  may  offer 
the  greatest  combination  of  advantages  there  are  five  other  special  sites 
available  in  the  Chicago  area,  including  sites  offered  by  the  University  of 
Chicago  and  Northwestern  University* 

It  reports  that  gifts  totalling  $200,000  to  help  finance  a  Chicago- 
located  headquarters  have  been  pledged  by  a  small  number  of  Chicago 
companies  and  that  there  is  certainty  that  these  will  be  supplemented  by 
others  when  it  has  been  determined  that  the  societies  will  locate  in  Chicags*

AcJcept  the  past,  but  do  not  be  controlled  by  it — face  the  future 
with  vision  and  with  courage,  Dr«  Charles  T,  Turck,  president  of  Maealester 
college,  told  members  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology's  graduating 
class  tonight. 

Rather  than  look  into  the  past  for  guidance  to  the  ultimate 
truth,  beauty,  or  goodness,  we  should  believe  in  man,  his  possibilities,  his 
promises,  the  future  that  he  can  build,  Dr,  Turck  said, 

"The  times  have  changed,  and  changed  beyond  the  possibility  of 
recall,"  he  declared,  "It  is  to  a  new  concept  of  man,  harmoniously  developed 
within  and  well  adjusted  to  his  total  environment,  that  we  should  look 
in  confidence  and  hope." 

Speaking  on  "The  Fact  of  Change,"  Dr,  Turck  addressed  his  remarks 
to  133  undergraduate  and  60  graduate  students  who  received  their  degrees 
during  Illinois  Tech's  mid-year  commencement  exercises  in  the  auditorium  of 
the  Museum  of  Science  and  Industry, 

Pointing  out  that  the  present  generation  has  grown  up  in  a  period  when 
Americans  build  bigger  armaments  and  talk  tougher  to  every. other  nation  in  the 
world  until  they  have  scarcely  a  national  friend  left  even  on  this  side  of  the 
Iron  Curtain,  Dr,  Turck  declared: 

"I  do  not  blame  youth  for  its  irresolution  or  its  uncertainty  or  its 
despair,  I  blame  the  people  of  my  generation  that  we  have  been  outtalked  and 
outmaneuvered  by  communists  abroad  and  fear-mongers  in  our  own  land," 
l/2fl/<cr  -"lore- 
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Turck  speech-!-page  2 

"I  particularly  blame,"  Dr.  Turck  continued,  "those  self-righteous, 
self -contented  Americans  who  cannot  see  the  difference  between  Americans 
trying  to  uphold  American  ideals  of  liberty  and  justice  and  peace  for  all 
mankind,  and  that  other  type  of  un-Ameidcan  citizen  of  ours  who  employs  the 
methods  that  demogogues  always  have  employed,  namely,  fear  and  falsehoods 
and  endless  threats," 

He  urged  the  graduates  not  to  listen  to  those  Americans  because  they 
take  no  account  of  changing  times,  of  new  circumstances  that  make  ancient 
fears  uncouth,  of  nevr  horizons  of  life  and  trade  that  encourage  hope, 
tolerance,  and  high  endeavor. 

If  Americans  are  to  retain  the  mastery  over  changing  circumstances, 
according  to  Dr,  Turck,  they  must: 

1»  Quit  trying  to  find  a  universal  answer  that  will  be  good 
against  all  people  and  in  all  circumstances,  "It  would  be  far  better 
if  we  judged  each  problem,  each  controversy,  on  its  own  merits  and 
took  the  long-time  view,"  he  declared. 

2,  Obtain  a  clear  idea  of  what  America  really  stands  for*  He 
pointed  out  that  great  principles  of  justice  and  freedom  must  have  changing 
circumstances,  but  that  the  principles  themselves  remain. 

3,  Get  ourselves  off  our  own  hands  and  look  to  the  Infinite, 
"the  purpose  that  will  outrun  history,  the  power  that  some  men  call 

evolution  and  some  men  call  God," 

This  is  the  quality  that  must  be  added  to  the  first  step  of  a  logical 
and  scientific  weighing  of  the  pros  and  cons  of  each  individual  case  or 
cause  that  calls  for  decision,  Dr»  Turck  stated. 

It  also  is  the  quality  that  must  be  added  to  the  second  step, 
understanding  and  our  advocacy  of  what  America  means  to  our  land  and  to 
the  world,  he  added.

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A  shortage  of  technically-trained  American  women  today  was  given 
as  one  of  the  reasons  why  the  United  States  is  losing  its  scientific 
manpower  advantage  to  the  Soviet  Union, 

Dr.  John  T.  Rettaliata,  president  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  said  that  education  of  women  in  engineering  has  been  progressing 
at  a  "snail's  pace"  when  compared  with  Russia,  where  an  estimated  2^ 
per  cent  of  the  engineers  are  women. 

In  this  country,  less  than  1  per  cent  of  the  approximately  500,000 
engineers  are  females,  according  to  the  Illinois  Tech  president,  who  will 
be  one  of  the  principal  speakers  at  the  Military-Industrial  conference  rn 
technical  manpower  in  the  Conrad  Hilton  hotel,  Chicago,  Feb,  10  and  11, 

The  number  of  Russian  engineers  of  both  sexes  is  estimated  at  about 
100,000  fewer  than  the  American  total,  but,  Dr.  Rettaliata  added,  in  the 
last  four  years  the  Soviet  Union  has  graduated  about  l5hjOCO  engineers, 
compared  with  only  116,000  here. 

Last  year's  engineering  graduates  from  American  colleges  and  universities 
were  put  at  only  about  20,000,  against  5U^000  for  the  Russian  institutions. 

Commenting  on  women's  opportunities  in  technical  occupations,  Dr, 
Rettaliata  said:  "The  scope  and  variety  of  work  offered  in  engineering  is 
almost  limitless.  There  is  an  engineering  position  suited  to  almost  every 
temperament,  talent,  and  taste,

"Members  of  the  Society  of  Women   Engineers,  although  relatively- 
few  in  numbers,  already  are  working  in  many  fields,  including  mechanical, 
electrical,  civil,  and  chemical  engineering,  as  well  as  in  research 
and  design," 

He  pointed  out  that  women  pioneers  in  the  profession  have  "broken 
the  ioe"  in  industry,  and  many  corporation,  particularly  the  larger 
ones,  are  employing  women  engineers  in  a  variety  of  capacities  in  which 
they  are  trained, 

"But  the  number  engaged  in  engineering  activities  is  far  from  enough," 
he  warned,  "Many,  many  more  will  be  needed  to  replenish  the  ranks  of 
the  profession  to  the  point  of  safety," 

He  said  that  most  young  women  probably  are  not  aware  that  about  75  per 
cent  of  all  engineers  are  in  administration,  management,  design,  research, 
and  development,  and  that  the  minority  remainder  are  employed  in  manufacturing, 
production,  construction,  or  other  operating  functions. 

For  those  young  women  who  believe  they  have  talents  for  engineering, 
Dr,  Rettaliata  explained  that  there  are  significant  indioations  of  aptitude. 

In  school  work,  he  said,  the  potential  engineer  usually  shows  interest 
and  skill  in  mathematics  and  general  science.  There  also  must  be  an  ability 
to  visualize  and  a  preference  for  scientific  or  mechanical  work, 

"Any  woman  possessing  reasonable  intelligence  and  a  liking  for  the 
work  can  master  the  training,  do  the  job,  and  not  lost  the  identity  of 
her  sex  in  the  process,"  Dr,  Rettaliata  concluded. 
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Even  the  ancient  science  of  mathematics  has  succumbed  to  the  "new  look," 

A  new  approach  to  calculus  and  its  applications  to  science  and 
engineering  has  been  developed  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technrlo^y,  Chicago, 
by  Dr.  Karl  Menger,  professor  of  mathematics. 

In  a  teaching  experiment  conducted  at  Illinois  Tech  for  the  last 
three  years,  T3r,  Menger  undertakes  a  complete  clarification  of  the  procedures 
involved  in  the  use  of  calculus  and  the  formulation  of  all  rules  that  a 
beginner  needs  to  apply  calculus  with  understanding, 

"Calculus  is  one  of  the  most  powerful  of  scientific  tools,"  Dr, 
Menger  said,  "For  more  than  tT;:o  centuries,  the  masters  of  mathematics  and 
science  have  used  this  tool  x-rith  virtuosity «" 

"But,"  he  added,  "they  depended  on  their  insight,  experience,  and 
intuition.  They  did  not  describe  all  their  procedures  in  articulate  rules," 

Gaps  were  left  that  the  beginner  had  to  fill — a  situation  that  often 
resulted  in  a  merely  mechanical  use  of  calculus  without  a  clear  understanding 
of  the  process  involved,  Menger  pointed  out. 

In  the  late  19Un>s,  Dr.  Mender  ventured  on  a  project  of  presenting 
the  fundamental  ideas  of  calculus  correctly  and  systematically,  and  in  19^2  a 
course  in  the  new  approach  to  calculus  was  inaugurated  at  Illinois  Tech,

Drc  Henry  Ludmer;  associate  profeasor  of  IIT's  industrial  engineering

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New  York  City— An  acute  shortage  of  conventional  energy  sources  in  20 
to  50  years— with  petroleum  and  natural  gas  production  reaching  a  peak  in 
about  10  years— was  cited  here  today  as  one  reason  behind  a  proposed  research 
program  for  the  electric  utility  industiy* 

VJilliam  A»  Lewis,  dean  of  the  graduate  school  at  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology,  Chicago,  and  Jesse  ¥,  Hobson  and  M»  S.  Oldacre,  of 
Stanford  Research  Institute,  Stanford,  Calif.,  said  the  electric  companies 
must  consider  future  energy  shortages  carefully  in  present  planning. 

In  a  paper  before  the  winter  general  meeting  of  the  American  Institute 
of  Electrical  Engineers  at  the  Statler  hotel  here,  the  power  specialists  called 
for  "more  penetrating"  research  studies  to  analyze  factors  that  affect  demand 
upon  the  utility  industry. 

New  techniques  of  planning  for  future  growth  are  needed  because 
simple  projections  of  past  power  requirements  do  not  give  a  true  picture 
for  more  than  few  years  ahead,  they  said. 

Forecasts  of  electric  load  growth  for  1975  show  a  "disturbing  diversity 
of  opinion,"  ranging  from  225  miUlon  to  liOO  million  kilowatts. 

The  paper  advocated  detailed  studies  of  expected  population  growth 
and  migration?  of  the  agricultural,  industrial,  residential,  and  transport a tion 
needs  of  an  area,  and  of  how  the  energy  needs  may  be  met  best. 
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"When  new  discoveries  no  longer  are  able  to  keep  ahead  of  new  demands, 
the  available  supplies  will  have  to  be  conserved  and  limited  to  more      "■; 
exacting  needs,  •  •  such  as  liquid  fuel  for  automobiles  and  airplanes  and 
gas  for  residential  heating, 

"The  remaining  needs  will  have  to  be  satisfied  by  using  lower  grades 
of  petroleiun  residues  and  by  the  increased  and  more  efficient  use  of  coal, 
lignite,  and  other  solid  fossil  fuels,  or  by  nuclear  and  solar  energy* 

"A  possible  means  to  release  oil  for  power  station  fuel  is  the 
development  of  batteries  for  the  economic  operation  of  vehicles," 

The  paper  pointed  out  a  lack  of  fimdamental  knowledge  of 
combustion  processes  is  the  weakest  part  of  the  present  position,  and  that 
weakness  can  be  overcome  only  by  fundamental  research. 

Economic  studies  of  load  demand  and  fuel  use  are  local  problems,  they 
explained,  but  the  basic  questions  of  fuel  availability  and  processing  are 
of  such  magnitude  that  they  should  be  undertaken  by  energy-using  industries 
as  a  whole* 

They  advocated  the  establishment  of  an  industry  association  or  other 
organization  which  would  have  such  research  as  its  major  objective.  Support 
of  such  an  organization,  they  said,  should  come  not  only  from  the  utilities, 
but  also  from  fuel  suppliers  and  equipment  manufacturers. 

The  power  experts  emphasized  that  all  research  activity  must  seek  to 
lower  the  cost  of  electricity,  "recognizing  fully  that  the  industry  deserves 
to  prosper  only  if  it  can  compete  with  other  forms  of  energy  delivery," 
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How  to  efficiently  deliver  the  gas  with  which  you  cook  or  heat  your 
home  may  be  determined  by  an  electronic  "brain,"  according  to  electrical 
engineers  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
Chicago, 

The  Foundation's  Computer  Center  currently  is  using  analog  and 
digital  computers  to  solve  problems  in  providing  gas  systems  of  adequate 
Capacity  in  cities  serviced  by  the  Northern  Illinois  Gas  company,  in  its 
17 -county  area  in  northern  Illinois, 

Analog  computers  perform  calculations  from  electrical  circuits 
that  simulate  the  various  pipe  sections,  gas  flows,  and  pressure  drops, 
producing  answers  at  a  savings  in  time,  according  to  David  Rubinfien, 
supervisor  of  the  center. 

But  digital  computers,  he  explained,  work  even  better  for  gas 
distribution  problems  because  its  solutions  are  more  straightforward*, 

With  the  digital  computer  problems  are  reduced  to  numbers  and  formulas 
that  express  process  operations.  The  equations,  punched  into  cards,  are 
fed  into  the  "brain"  for  reading  and  retention  in  its  memory  circuits. 

Data,  such  as  demend  for  gas  and  pipe  sizes  and  lengths,  are 
supplied.  The  computer  then  relates  this  knowledge  with  its  basic 
information,  disgorging  the  required  operating  solutions. 

The  electronic  method  not  only  is  more  accurate  than  the  older 

hand  method,  but  also  is  much  faster.  Computers,  which  can  add  as  many 

as  500  ten-digit  numbers  in  one  second,  have  rendered  desk  calculation 
obsolete,  Rubinfien  said,        -more-  2/3 A^ 
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The  gas  company  turned  to  electronic  computing  because  of  a 
boost  in  demand  for  gas  which  has  increased  five  times  since  1930  and 
two  and  a  half  times  since  the  end  of  World  War  II. 

Since  the  peak  demand  for  gas  occurs  during  winter  months, 
Rubinfien  explained,  the  gas  company  must  estimate  in  advance  the 
maximum  gas  each  network  id.ll  be  called  upon  to  supply,  and  decide  whether 
the  network  can  deliver  it  at  a  satisfactory  pressure. 

Each  network  then  is  solved  to  determine  the  distribution  of  flows 
and  pressure  drops  under  the  assumed  loads.  If  the  pressure  drops  are 
excessive,  the  engineers  must  design  improvements  in  the  network  and 
check  the  results  of  these  improvements  by  solving  the  network  again» 

"This  must  be  done  for  each  network  every  time  a  system  study  is 
made— -a  laborious  job  that  is  handled  best  by  electronic  computers j" 
Rubinfien  said. 

The  purpose  of  the  initial  project  was  to  evaluate  current  methods 
of  solving  this  over-all  planning  problem  and  to  study  alternate  methods. 
Now,  however,  the  Armour  Research  Foundation  Computer  Center  solves  gas 
distribution  problems  on  a  regular  service  basis,  he  added. 
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Developments  ranging  from  an  improved  coffee-maker  to  a  new  type 
guided  missile  warhead  ai'e  reported  in  the  19Sh  annual  report  of  Armour 
Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago, 

An  all-time  high  of  more  than  $11  million  worth  of  research,  an 
11  per  cent  increase  over  the  previous  year,  was  performed  during  the 
year,  according  to  the  report  issued  todaj?^  by  Dr,  Haldon  A,  Leedy,  vice 
president  and  director, 

Leedy  pointed  out  in  the  56-page  illustrated  report  that  organized 
scientific  research  has  become  essential  for  the  security  and  economic 
health  of  the  country, 

"Without  vigorous  scientific  investigations,"  he  stated,  "no 
nation  can  hooe  for  freedom  and  no  enterprise  can  maintain  its 
competitive  status e" 

Armour  Research  Foundation  is  planning  to  take  a  number  of  steps 
to  improve  and  expand  its  research  services  during  the  1955  fiscal  year, 
Leedy  reported.  Among  the  more  important  developments,  he  listed: 

—Establishment  of  the  nation's  first  nuclear  reactor  specifically 
constructed  for  industrial  research, 

■—A  broadening  of  services  to  industry  to  include  economic 
studies  directly  related  to  the  Foundation's  engineering  and  scientific 
research  program, 

—Expansion  of  the  Foundation's  licensing  program  into  fields 
other  than  magnetic  recording.

The  move  to  establish  a  nuclear  reactor  at  the  Fovmdation  is 
typical  of  its  desire  to  keep  pace  with  the  research  and  development 
needs  of  the  nation,  according  to  the  report. 

A  record  ^38  research  projects — 33^   for  industry  and  203  for 
government — were  undertaken  by  Armour  Research  Foundation  during  19$h 
on  a  confidential,  contractual  basis,  compared  to  U67  the  previous  year« 

Included  among  the  projects  were  numerous  developments  of  benefit 
to  the  nation's  defense,  industry,  and  the  public. 

In  addition  to  announcing  the  development  of  a  new  type  guided 
missile  warhead  for  the  armament  program,  the  Foiindation  assisted  in  producing 
two  new  weapons  of  immeasurable  value  to  the  armed  forces . 

One  was  a  20  mm  revolver -tjrpe  aircraft  cannon  with  an  extremely 
high  rate  of  firepower;  the  other  was  a  106  mm  battalion  anti-tank 
recoilless  rifle  xd-th  double  the  penetration  power  of  existing  rifles. 

Other  defense  developments  included  a  successful  indoor  radar 
tracking  sjj-stem,  the  nation's  largest  and  quietest  jet  engine  test  cells, 
a  miniature  pressure  gauge  to  measure  nuclear  blasts,  and  safer,  ice-free 
aircraft  windshields. 

One  of  Armour  Research  Foundation's  largest  projects  during  the 
year  was  an  investigation  of  the  railroad  "hot-box" problem.  Recommendations 
were  made  for  substantially  reducing  the  occurrence  of  journal  box 
overheatings  on  railroad  cars. 

An  investigation  also  was  completed  which  showed  the  suitability 
of  using  steel  H-beams  piles  in  the  foundation  construction  of  large 
buildings  in  the  Chicago  Loop  area. 
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Among  the  other  notable  industrial  developments  were  a  practical 
process  for  recovering  manganese  from  open  hearth  slag,  a  new  method 
of  designing  transformers,  an  improved  titanium  alloy,  the  application 
of  a  new  synthetic  resin  to  plastic  pipe  extrusion,  and  a  unique  process — 
called  Solution  Ceramics— for  applying  ceramic  coatings  to  a  wide 
variety  of  material So 

Developments  of  interest  to  the  public  included  a  triangular- 
shaped  telephone  booth,  a  portable  whipping  cream  dispenser,  a  new 
magnetic  recording  head,  and  a  goiter-preventing  salt  additive,  as 
well  as  an  improved  semi-automatic  coffee-maker* 

Among  the  public  service  activities  during  the  year  were: 
advising  the  City  of  Chicago  on  such  matters  as  dustfall,  noise  abatement, 
zoning,  and  civilian  defense,  and  providing  information  to  scientists 
and  industries  through  the  National  Registry  of  Rare  Chemicals  and  the 
National  Registry  of  Grystallographic  Datao 

In  addition  to  its  work  in  this  country,  Armour  Research  Foundation 
conducted  projects  in  Mexico,  Burma,  India,  Pakistan,  Hawaii,  and 
Uruguay,  The  projects  ranged  from  making  teclinological  audits  to 
operating  industrial  research  laboratories. 
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Students  interested  in  the  study  of  biology  now  can  help  finance 
their  education  through  a  limited  number  of  scholarships  available  at 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago, 

The  one-year  scholarships,  worth  f'-^SO  for  full  tuition,  have  been 
established  at  IIT  in  honor  of  Charles  Emerson  Peet,  who  was  professor 
of  biology  at  the  Institute  for  UO  years. 

Dr.  Peet  retired  in  1939  as  head  of  the  biology  department  of  Lewis 
Institute,  which  was  merged  with  Armour  Institute  of  Technology  in  19U0 
to  form  Illinois  Tech, 

Two  and  possibly  three  scholarships  will  be  awarded  for  the  school 
year  beginning  September,  19^5,  according  to  Dr,  Leslie  R,  Hedrick,  head 
of  the  IIT  biology  department. 

Competitive  examinations  will  be  held  April  9   at  Illinois  Tech  or 
Tinder  supervision  in  a  community  outside  the  Chicago  areao 

Students  planning  to  take  the  examinations  should  be  interested 
not  only  in  the  study  of  biology  but  also  in  further  education  in  chemistry, 
mathematics,  and  physics,  since  the  IIT  program  of  study  in  biology  embraces 
these  other  sciences,  Dr,  Hedrick  pointed  out. 

Also  included  in  the  curriculTun  are  liberal  studies  courses  that 
will  assist  the  student  in  preparation  for  citizenship,  he  added,

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Such  a  program  will  enable  the  student  to  work  as  a  junior 
scientist  in  physiology,  bacteriology,  biochemistry,  or  industrial 
fermeritations  in  control  or  research  laboratories.  It  also  will 
prepare  students  to  continue  their  studies  of  biology  in  a  graduate 
school  or  to  study  medicine  or  dentistry© 

Persons  who  wish  to  teach  in  the  elementary  or  secondary 
schools  may  select  the  necessary  education  courses.

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Millions  '>f  dollars  e^uld  be  saved  annually  by  industry  through 
mtre  accurate  scientific  welding  techniques. 

The  statement  was  made  today  by  William  Spraragen,  director  of 
the  Welding  Research  council,  at  the  first  annual  Midwest  VJelding  conff^rence 
at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago. 

"Alth<^ugh  practically  every  good  welding  engineer  could  successfully 
solve  a  particular  problem  in  the  techniques  nf  vTelding  ...  there  might 
be  better  way  of  reaching  the  same  solution,"  he  stated. 

In  addition  to  welding  technique  prdblems,  he  listed  four  other 
typical,  but  diverse >  pro>>lems,  the  solutions  to  x^JhiOh  are  needed  urgently: 

1,  Brittle  fractures  which  rircur  in  connection  with  weldments 
(units  formed  by  welding  pieces  together)  f^r  riveted  structures.  Ships, 
bridges,  pressure  vessels,  and  storage  tanks  sometimes  develop  fractures 
and  fail  for  reasons  that  are  not  always  apparent, 

2,  Problems  concerned  with  code  requirements  that  specify 
elongation  values  for  high-strength  steels  and  nonferrous  materials, 

3,  Reinforced  onenings,  such  as  hatches  in  ships  or  in  pressure 
vessels  and  storage  tanks, 

U,  Aircraft  problems  having  to  do  with  the  development  of  welding 
electrodes,  multiple  pass  welding,  evaluation  of  fusion  weldability  of 
available  high-strength  aluminum  alloys,  non-destrictive  inspection 
methods  of  flashwelds,  and  others, 
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Spraragen  told  the  welding  engineers  that  combinations  cf  temperatures 
and  pressures  have  been  (Obtained  in  the  pressure  vessel,  boiler,  and  piping 
fields  that  were  "undreamed  of  20  or  30  years  age*" 

Such  combinations  have  resulted  in  greater  efficiency  of  prccess 
and  have  created  new  industries.  It  is  natural,  he  added,  that  such 
far*reaehing  changes  raised  important  problems^ 

The  research  council  director  called  for  closer  teamwork  ambng 
scientific  talent  in  educating  engineers  and  writing  codes.  Sneh 
cooperation^  he  said,  would  reduce  the  time  lag  between  laboratory 
developments  and  utilization  of  the  results  in  the  field* 
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A  well-equipped  welding  laboratory  to  an  engineer  is  much  like  an 
efficient  hospital  to  a  doctor,  the  first  annual  Midwest  Welding  conference 
was  told  today  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  Chicago, 

Perry  C,  Arnold,  welding  engineer  at  the  Chicago  Bridge  and  Iron 
company,  described  his  efforts  to  design  and  put  into  operation  a

The  statement  was  made  today  by  V/illiam  SprarSigen,  director  of 
the  Wplding  Research  council,  at  the  first  annual  Midwest  VJelding  conference 
at  Armour  Research  Foundation  cf  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago. 

"Althf^ugh  practically  every  good  welding  engineer  could  successfully 
solve  a  particular  prcblem  in  the  techniques  of  welding  «  ,  ,  there  might 
be  better  way  of  reaching  the  same  S'^lution,"  he  stated. 

In  addition  to  welding  technique  nroblems,  he  listed  four  other 
typical,  but  diverse j  prol^lems,  the  sclutions  to  which  are  needed  urgently: 

1,  Brittle  fractures  which  cccur  in  connection  with  weldments 
(units  formed  by  welding  pieces  together)  cr  riveted  structures.  Ships, 
bridges >  pressure  vessels,  and  storage  tanks  sometimes  develop  fractures 
and  fail  for  reasons  that  are  not  always  apparent, 

2.  Problems  concerned  with  code  requirements  thst  specify 
elongation  values  for  high-strength  steels  and  nonferrous  materials, 

3«  Reinforced  onenings,  such  as  hatches  in  ships  or  in  pressure 
vessels  and  storage  tanks, 

h»     Aircraft  problems  having  to  do  with  the  development  of  wielding 
electrodes,  multiple  pass  welding,  evaluation  of  fusion  weldability  of 
available  high-strength  aluminum  alloys,  non-destrictive  inspection 
methods  of  flashwelds,  and  others, 
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Spraragen  told  the  welding  engineers  that  combinations  of  temperatures 
and  pressures  have  been  fibtained  in  the  pressure  vessel>  boiler,  and  piping 
fields  that  were  "undreamed  of  20  or  30  years  ago*'' 

Such  combinations  have  resulted  in  greater  efficiency  of  process 
and  have  created  new  industries.  It  is  natural,  he  added,  that  such 
far-reaching  changes  raised  important  problems. 

The  research  council  director  called  for  closer  teamwork  among

The  largest  laboratory  device  yet  developed  for  simulating  the 
blasts  from  bombs  has  been  designed  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago, 

The  instrument — called  a  "shock  tube" — allows  engineer's  to  study 
the  effects  of  blasts  without  actually  exploding  a  bomb. 

The  new  shock  tube,  which  has  a  6-foot  diameter,  is  considerably 
larger  than  any  others  developed  in  the  country,  according  to 
Arne  H,  Wiedermann,  associate  engineer  in  the  Foundation's  propulsion 
and  structural  research  department. 

He  explained  thft  the  new  tijbe's  significance  lies  in  the  fact 
it  enable  scientists  to  study  blast  effects  on  larger-scale  models  of 
buildings  which  might  be  exposed  to  blasts o 

The  tube,  which  has  been  constructed  in  Gary,  Ind.,  for  the  Air 
Force,  has  an  over-all  length  of  1^0  feet.  It  already  has  been  tested 
and  is  being  put  into  use  for  model  testing. 

In  order  to  get  different  shock  wave  pressures  and  durations,  the 
tube  was  provided  ^^d.th  inter ohang 8 able  sections  of  varying  lengths » 

To  absorb  the  maximum  recoil  force  of  600,000  pounds,  the 

foundation  of  the  tube  was  designed  as  a  slab  of  reinforced  concrete 

10  feet  wide,  3  to  U  feet  thick,  and  100  feet  long  with  keys  10  feet 

wide  and  6  feet  deep  spaced  20  feet  apart o

Here's  how  a  shock  tube  is  used  as  a  laboratory  instrument  for 
generating  controlled  shock  waves, 

A  certain  amount  of  combustible  gas  is  introduced  into  one  section 
of  the  tube  and  is  confined  by  a  light  diaphragm.  The  diaphragm  is 
shattered  when  the  gas  is  ignited,  and  the  released  pressure  wave 
travels  down  the  tube  to  the  test  section,  where  a  building  model  has 
been  placed.  The  resulting  forces  are  recorded  with  electronic  equipment. 

Development  of  shock  tubes  stems  from  the  fact  that  actual  bomb 
tests  are  expensive,  and  it  also  is  difficult  to  control  the  conditions 
under  which  they  are  conducted,  said  Wiedermann»  Laboratory  tests,  he 
added,  can  be  performed  much  more  efficiently  and  over  a  much  wider 
range  of  target  items. 

The  testing  of  structures  is  aimed  at  answering  two  questions, 
Wiedermann  explained.  First,  what  forces  on  a  building  result  from  the 
bomb  explosion?  Second,  how  does  the  building  react  to  the  forces? 

A  building  is  not  a  simple  item,  Wiedermann  said.  To  illustrate, 
he  said  that  a  shock  wave  might  crumble  a  brick  wall  or  shift  it  as  a 
unit— results  which  may  cause  large  differences  in  building  damage.

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An  eight-point  program  to  help  alleviate  the  critical  technical 
manpower  shortage  which  is  threatening  the  nation's  technological 
superiority  was  offered  today  by  Dr.  John  T.  Rettaliata,  president  of 
Illinois  Insitute  of  Technology,  Chicago, 

In  an  address  dealing  primarily  with  the  role  education  can  play 
in  the  development  of  engineers  to  meet  the  needs  of  both  defe'-iGe  and 
the  domestic  economy,  he  urged  positive  action  to  reverse  the  downward 
trend  in  the  number  of  college  engineering  graduates. 

Dr.  Rettaliata's  recommendations  were  presented  before  the  Military- 
Industrial  conference  on  the  developm.ent  and  utilization  of  the  country's 
technical  menpoxvier  in  the  Conrad  Hilton  hoial,  Chicago, 

The  conference,  a  tv,ro-day  affair,  is  sponsored  by  the  American 
Society  of  American  Military  Engineers,  in  cooperation  with  industrial 
groups,  government,  and  engineering  professional  societies. 

The  program  advanced  by  Dr.  Rettaliata  covered  both  secondary  and 
higher  education,  and  utilization  of  trained  technological  personnel. 
It  included: 

— High  school  curriculum, 

— High  school  motivation, 

—Science  teachers, 

—College  motivation, 

—Higher  education  institutions'  responsibilities,

— Draft  deferments.

In  discussing  the  necessity  for  training  greater  numbers  cf  engineers , 
Dr.  Rettaliata  pointed  out,  "There  is  substantial  evidence  that  the 
technological  superiority  of  the  United  States,  as  the  keystone  cf  national 
defense  J  is  being  threated  by  the  rapid  build-up  of  engineering  manpower 
in  Russia i" 

He  cited  figures  Showing  that  during  the  last  four  years  Russian 
schools  have  graduated  about  l5U,000  engineers,  compared  vrith  only  116,000 
in  the  United  States, 

Currently,  he  said,  this  country  has  about  IOC, OOP  more  engineers 
than  the  Soviet  Union,  but  that  "it  is  apparent  from  the  foregoing  figures 
that  Russia  is  increasing  its  supply  more  rapidly  than  we," 

Regarding  secondary  education.  Dr.  Rettaliata  said  that  high  school 
students,  approaching  graduation,  often  decide  they  wo'ild  like  to  pursue 
science  or  engineering  in  college,  but  find,  too  late,  that  they  do  not 
have  the  necessary  prerequisite  courses. 

He  urged  changes  in  high  school  curricula  to  include  more  mathematics 
and  science  study.  For  the  student  intending  to  pursue  engineering  or 
science  in  college.  Dr.  Rettaliata  said  it  is  desirable  that  he  have  in 
high  school  three  years  of  mathematics,  two  of  science,  three  of  English, 
and  one  of  history. 

Early  identification  of  potential  engineering  talent  and  interest 
is  inportant,  he  stated.  This  should  begin  in  the  upper  grades  in  the 
elementary  school. 

The  Illinois  Tech  president  pointed  out  that  teachers  play  a  vital 
role  in  the  discovery  cf  possible  talent,  which  can  be  encouraged  by 
inspired  teaching,.  -more-* 
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Dr.  Rettaliata  said  there'  also  must  be  mctivation  to  attract  qualified 
pRoplf?  to  teaching  careers.  He  urged  adp.quate  salaries  for  teachers,  saying: 

"Unless  we  begin  treating  the  members  of  the  teaching  prcfessicn  as 
normal  people,  with  normal  desires,  including  adequate  compensation  for 
universally  noteworthy  performance  in  a  difficult  occupaticn,  the  high 
standalrdsof  the  profession  will  be  jeopardized,  and  it  will  be  difficult 
to  obtain  competent  newcomers  to  the  profession," 

He  said  the  present  need  for  new  high  school  science  teachers  has 
been  estimated  at  7,700  a  year  with  actual  supply  only  at  abcut  one-third 
of  that  rate* 

He  noted  that  finances  also  are  a  factcr  in  college  enrollment,  and 
suggested  scholarships  for  worthy  students,  to  be  provided  by  industry  or 
the  state.  He  opposed  federal  subsidy  of  scholarships  as  undesirable 
because  of  its  "attendant  possibility  of  interferencp"  in  the  educational 
processes. 

Technological  institutions  carry  a  heavy  responsibility  for  developing 
the  supply  of  scientific  and  engineering  manpower,  Dr.  Rettaliata  stated* 
He  said  they  should  not  only  teach,  but  should  encourage  an  increase  in 
the  supply  by  attracting  students. 

Close  attention  to  the  qualifications  of  the  technical  teaching  staff 
is  important  in  attracting  students,  according  to  the  IIT  president, 

"To  attract  qualified  students,"  Dr,  Rettaliata  declared,  "the 
university  or  college  must  acquire  prestige  as  an  educational  institution,, 
a  prime  requisite  for  which  is  a  faculty  whose  members  are  c>:>mpetent  in 
their  respective  fields,"

Concerning  draft  deferments,  the  educator  said  the  situation  in  the 
field  of  graduate  education  had  been  aggravated  by  a  recent  selective 
service  amendment,  pertaining  to  graduate  study,  changing  class  standing. 
from  the  top  half  t^  the  top  quarter,  and  the  i^ualififtation  test  score 
from  70  to  75. 

He  argued  that  completion  of  an  education  will  enable  the  student 
to  make  more  worthwhile  contributions  in  whatever  activity  he  later  becomes 
engaged,  either  in  the  armed  services  or  in  industry, 

"If  he  does  go  into  the  armed  foi'ces,  it  is  assumed  he  will  be 
used  as  effectively  as  possible,"  Dr.  Rettaliata  said.  "But  it  is 
discouraging  to  hear  of  PhD 'a  in  military  service  peeling  potatoes." 

Technical  societies,  he  suggested,  should  partici'ii^te  in 
establishing  a  permanent  body  for  maintaining  current  information  on  the 
country's  scientific  and  technological  manpower  resources  and  situation, 

"We  know  a  great  deal  about  the  supply  of  our  natural  resources, 
but  less,  in  an  organized  manner,  about  our  human  resources.  Since  the 
latter  are  much  more  important,  it  would  be  logical  that  we  should  ha\^e 
accurate,  up-to-date  knowledge  of  them.  Dr.  Rettaliata  concluded, 
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The  Midwestern  Air  Pollution  Prevention  association  intends  to 
raise  |100,000  for  a  two-year  research  program  into  the  sources  of 
Chicago's  air  pollution  problem. 

Details  of  the  plan  were  outlined  today  by  the  association's 
president,  Dr^  Kaldon  A.  Leedy,  vice  president  and  director  of  Armour 
Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago, 

Speaking  at  a  luncheon  meeting  of  the  Crerar  Library  Associates, 
an  advisory  group  of  Ci'dcago  industrialists  for  the  technical  library, 
Dr.  Leedy  said  the  two-ye?r  research  program  would  make  it  possible  for 
MAPPA  to  recommend  "the  most  feasible  and  most  economical"  corrective  action, 

"An  intensified  research  program  will  provide  us  with  ammunition  for 
a  rifle-type  assault  on  that  menace  which  soils  our  clothes,  wastes  our 
fuel,  and  threatens  to  impair  our  health,"  he  assertedo 

Cnce  the  sources  of  air  contamination  are  determined,  Leedy  said, 
MAPPA  intends  to  conduct  a  widespread  educational  program  designed  to 
enlist  the  public's  support  in  controlling  air  pollutiono 

He  pointed  out  that  anti-pcllution  legislation  and  smoke  abatement 
devices  have  been  helpful  in  reducing  air  pollution,  but  that  no  permanent 
solution  is  possible  without  knowledge  of  the  underlying  causes  of 
atmospheric  pollution c 

Leedy  said  Armour  Research  Foundation  recently  completed  a  $20,000 
study  for  MAPPA  which  was  "a  step  in  the  right  direction," 
2/11/^5  -more- 
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The  investigation  included  a  limited  analytical  study  of  Chicago's 
settled  dust,  and  a  partial  statistical  survey  of  the  city's  smoke 
violation  reports o 

The  project  provided  for  study  of  some  of  the  pollutants  in 
Chicago's  atmosphere,  but  little  more  than  a  superficial  look  at  the 
sources  of  air  pollution,  according  to  Leedyo 

"Air  pollution  in  Chicago  is  the  result  of  the  many  activities 
nedessary  in  a  modern  industrial  city  and,  as  such^  is  of  k  heterogeneous 
nature,"  he  statedo 

Because  of  the  complex  nature  of  the  problem^  Leedy  added,  MAPPA 
has  organized  its  research  program  to  obtain  a  clearer  definition  of 
the  factors  involved. 

He  pointed  out  that  Chicago's  monthly  dustfall  averaged56  tons  per 
square  mile  during  195U — about  23  tons  less  per  square  mile  than  in  19li6, 
but  2  tons  more  than  in  1953. 

"There  has  been  relatively  little  change  in  the  dustfall  figures 
during  the  last  few  years,  despite  some  progress  in  controlling  the  city's 
air  pollution, 

"This  can  be  attributed,  to  a  large  degree,  to  pollution  resulting 
fram  more  residential  and  commercial  heating  units  and  the  expanding 
aotivities  of  industry  in  the  Chicago  area,"  Leedy  explained. 

He  estimated  that  about  a  half  billion  pounds  of  dust  fall  on 
Chicago  each  year.  That's  about  100  pounds  for  each  inhabitant,  or  enough 
to  form  a  l/6Uth-inch  layer  of  dust  over  the  entire  city, 

Leedy  does  not  believe  that  air  pollution  poses  an  immediate  threat 
to  the  health  of  Chicagoans,  but  he  does  feel  that  continued  contamination 
could  have  a  harmful  effect,  as  it  did  in  Los  Angeles, 

"Economically,  air  pollution  already  is  costing  us  millions  of  dollars* 

Higher  cleaning  and  ventilating  Ijills  are  only  two  of  the  more  obvious  results, 

-more- 
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"Less  noticeable-but  just  as  costly — are  the  hidden  expenses  in 
our  cost  of  living.  These  include  crop  damage,  corrosion,  paint  deterioration, 
and  higher  fuel  bills,"  he  stated. 

Leedy  said  Chicpgoans  are  fortunate  that  the  city  is  located  klong 
Lake  Michigan  and  enjcyS  a  reputation  as  the  "Windy  City." 

If  it  were  not  for  these  geographical  and  climatic  conditions,  the 
air  pollution  problem  would  be  much  greater," 

Contrary  to  popular  belief,  Leedy  said,  the  largest  contributor  to 
air  pollution  is  the  average  citizen — not  industryc 

"Thousands  of  home  and  small-apartment  furnaces,  and  the  millions  of 
automobiles,  trucks,  and  bus e3> .produce  far  more  air  pollution  than  does 
the  industry  of  Chicago,"  he  declared, 

"Controlling  air  pollution  is  like  voting.  Each  of  use  can  make 
only  a  small  contribution,  yet  the  final  result  depends  on  the  sum  total 
of  our  indiviidual  contributions," 

Leedy  said  dustfall  studies  have  led  Armour  Research  Foundation 
scientists  to  believe  that  approximately  U5  per  cent  of  Chicago's  settled 
dust  is  wind-generated;  another  hS   per  cent  is  combustion  dust,  and  the 
remaining  10  per  cent  dust  from  a  variety  of  industrial  operations, 

"At  least  one-half,  and  probably  three-fourths,  of  the  smoke  produced 
in  Chicago  can  be  prevented,"  he  asserted, 

"One  of  the  principal  keys  to  smoke  control  is  complete  combustion, 
A  dense  black  smoke,  for  example,  will  contain  well  over  $0   per  cent  unburned 
fuel.  In  such  cases,  more  than  one-fourth  of  your  fuel  is  going  up  the 
chimney  unburned,"  he  explained.

He  noted  that  engineers  are  moving  increasingly  into 
the  field  of  management,  adding  that  their  judgment  and  decisions  are 
important  to  corporate  profits.  He  cited  figures  showing  that  I4.O  per 
cent  of  industrial  management  is  engineer-trainedo 

Engineers  of  the  future  will  require  much  more  education  in  fields 
outside  their  professional  specialties,  he  said  in  urging  study  in  such 
subjects  as  economics,  history,  psychology,  political  science,  law,  and 
literature,  as  well  as  a  knowledge  of  production  costs  factors,  labor 
relations,  advertising,  and  others. 

The  ranks  of  professional  engineering  must  be  continually  reinforced, 
he  statedo 

American  technological  skills  can  do  much  to  remedy  most  of  the  ills 
of  the  world  through  a  growing  program  of  practical  and  technical  assistance 
to  industrially  backward  nations.  Dr.  Rettaliata  stated.  Private  efforts 
must  supplement  government  activities  in  this  work,  he  added. 

He  emphasized  that  the  country  is  facing  a  growing  problem  of 
shrinking  natural  national  resources.  Citing  past  progress  of  the 
profession  in  conservation,  he  said:

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"The  time  has  come  when  we  must  be  truly  Scientific  about  the 
utilization  of  our  resources,  and  it  is  a  critical  time  indeed,  for  our 
American  economy  is  expanding  as  a  whole  at  its  greatest  known  rate* 

"Our  hope  for  the  future^  as  it  has  been  in  so  many  othex"  aspects 
of  our  nationkl  llfe^  rests  in  the  hand  of  the  engineei*  and  the  scientist," 

Dr,  Rettaliata  said  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  engineering 
profession  "to  explain  its  work  to  the  world.  Americaurgently  needs 
enlightment  with  regard  to  the  profession  that  is  one  ttf  the  prime 
creators  of  its  own  abundant  and  happy  life."
